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The Missouri Department of Transportation’s (MoDOT) mission is to provide a world-class transportation system 
that is safe, innovative, reliable and dedicated to a prosperous Missouri. The Highway Safety and Traffic Division 
(HSTD), Missouri's State Highway Safety Office (SHSO), works specifically to reduce the number of fatalities and se- 
rous injuries resulting from traffic crashes on Missouri’s roadways. This requires the staff to work closely with state 
and local agencies in an attempt to develop programs which are innovative, cost efficient and, above all, effective 
in saving lives. This is accomplished through development and administration of the Governor's Highway Safety 
Program. 


The National Highway Traffic Safety Administration indicates approximately 94 percent of all traffic crashes are 
the result of human error. Operating a motor vehicle requires 100 percent of our attention. As drivers, we must 
all accept responsibility for our actions and adopt a mindset that the best way to prevent a crash is to exhibit ande 
model safe driving behaviors everyday. The Missouri's Highway Safety Program uses a multidisciplinary approach 
of education, engineering, enforcement and emergency response to achieve Missouri's goal of reducing the num- 
ber of fatalities and serious injuries. 


This effort requires action from numerous individuals and groups. The Highway Safety and Traffic Division strives 
to incorporate involvement from both traditional and non-traditional partners in our safety endeavors. Expanded 
partnerships enable us to reach a broader base of customers with the life-saving messages of highway safety. 


The accomplishments noted in this report would not have occurred without the dedication and foresight of staff 
from MoDOT's Highway Safety and Traffic Division and our partners throughout the state. Some partners include: 
the Missouri State Highway Patrol, Statistical Analysis Center; University of Central Missouri, Missouri Safety Center;

data. The Missouri State 
Highway Patrol serves as the central repository for all 
traffic crash data in the state. MoDOT’s Highway Safety 
and Traffic Division analyzes data to compile statistics 
on fatalities and serious injuries and to identify trends, 
areas of improvement and potential countermeasures 
to implement. Three years’ worth of crash statistics are 
compiled to provide a more representative sampling, 
thereby more effectively normalizing the data. Missouri 
uses comprehensive data sources which include: The 
Missouri State Highway Patrol crash repository (STARS) 
and MoDOT's Transportation Management System 
(TMS). The data presented in this report represents 
2017 as 2018 data is not complete, depending on the 
section; the data could have been extracted from State 
(STARS) or Federal (FARS) data sources. 


STRATEGIES Missouri's target of 700 
or fewer fatalities has 
been integrated into 
all key planning docu- 
ments that include: State Highway Safety Strategic Plan 
(SHSP), Missouri’s Blueprint ~ A Partnership Toward 
Zero Deaths (Blueprint); the Commercial Vehicle Safety 
Plan (CVSP); and the Highway Safety Plan (HSP). The 
fatality reduction goal is also included in the Highway 
Safety Improvement Program (HSIP) Annual Report 
along with fatalities, fatality rates and serious injuries. 
Every effort is made to establish evidence based strate- 
gies that will guide Missouri to meet this target. 


State and local governmental agencies are solicited to 
assist in the development of countermeasure projects 
to address the traffic crash issues through the Missouri 
Coalition for Roadway Safety and Highway Safety Grant 
Funding. These projects are then compiled into a com- 
prehensive highway safety plan for the state. Federal 
funding to support the Highway Safety and Traffic 
Division is channeled to the state from the Section 402 
Highway Safety Program within the U.S. Department 

of Transportation. In addition to 402 funding, Missouri 
also received funding from Sections 154 AL, 154 HE, and 
405b, c, d, and f.

highway safety program 
in 1967, Missouri has 
witnessed a drop in the 
vehicle death rate per 
100 million vehicle miles traveled from 5.5 to 1.23 in 
2017. However, during 2015 and 2016 Missouri experi- 
enced an increase of fatalities each year. In 2015, there 
was an increase of 104 fatalities from the previous year 
and there was another increase of 77 fatalities in 2016 
compared to 2015. Due to this increase, Missouri is 
beginning to see an increase in it’s three-year moving 
average as well. In 2017, Missouri did experience a 
slight decrease of 17 fatalities compared to the previ- 
ous year. The new interim goal set by the Missouri 
Coalition for Roadway Safety is 700 or fewer fatalities 
by 2020 as we continue to move Toward Zero Deaths.

The Missouri Blueprint ~ A Partnership Toward Zero Deaths addresses six emphasis and 25 focus areas. Only 
key strategies that provide the greatest likelihood of reducing roadway-related fatalities and serious injuries 
are included. Extensive data analysis and review of current research were used as a basis for strategy selection. 


Strategies were developed for each of these focus areas that incorporated the 4 E’s —- education, enforcement, 
engineering, and emergency response as well as technology and public policy. All of these are also included in 


the Highway Safety Plan (HSP), which also addresses the areas of Public Information and Education.

Since the Highway Safety Plan is directed toward 
modifying behavior so that safety will be the accepted 
norm, it stands to reason we must identify the behav- 
ior, choices and demographics most closely associated 


with severe crashes in Missouri. As a result, the Highway 
Safety Plan as well as this report references strategies 
for targeted audiences. The term “target audience” in- 
fers a population group that is overrepresented in a par- 
ticular type of crash (e.g., drinking drivers) or is under- 
represented in using safety devices (e.g., un-helmeted 
motorcyclists or unrestrained occupants). This terminol- 
ogy is in no way meant to profile certain populations by 


age, gender, race, or nationality. Rather, this is an ac- 
cepted term to identify specific population groups that 
must be reached with our highway safety messages and 
enforcement efforts if we are to reduce traffic crashes, 
prevent injuries and save lives. 


This section gives an overall snapshot view of the fatali- 
ties occurring on Missouri roadways during the past five 
years for each program area. The remainder of the re- 
port uses one years’ worth of crash statistics to provide 
a representative sampling. The data in this section is 
state data only. 


Overall Fatalities/Serious Injuries - A substantial number of people continue to be killed or seriously injured on 
Missouri roadways and most of these traffic crashes are preventable. 


The graph below illustrates the number of fatalities on Missouri roadways from 2013-2017.

Alcohol & Other Drugs - Of the 1,123 people killed in 2013-2017 alcohol and/or other drug-related traffic crashes, 
69% were the substance-impaired driver/pedestrian/bicyclist and 31% were some other party involved.

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Occupant Protection - In known cases of those occupants killed in 2013-2017 who were totally ejected from the 
vehicle, 97% were not restrained and of those partially ejected, 90% were not restrained. Of the occupants killed 
who were not ejected from their vehicles, 49% were not restrained.

Aggressive Drivers — Aggressive driving is a serious problem on Missouri’s roadways and has contributed substan- 
tially to traffic crashes, especially crashes resulting in death.

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Distracted Drivers —- Approximately 38% of the distracted drivers involved in fatal car crashes in the last five years 
were between 15 and 30 years of age. The graph below illustrates all those killed in crashes involving a distracted 


driver. 


Note: In 2012, the MO Uniform Crash Report was updated to allow law enforcement to report distracted/inat- 
tentive driving crash causes in greater detail. As a result, the number of reported distracted driving crashes 
decreased. This decrease may be the result of these crash types being under-reported.

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This section outlines the programs, program goals 


as outlined in the Highway Safety Plan, results and 
activities for each highway safety program area. This 
is simply a summary of each area; additional activities 
may have been implemented across the state. 


Evidence-Based Enforcement Program Activities 


The Highway Safety and Traffic Division has three law 
enforcement (LE) program managers that cover specific 
regions of the state. These managers are responsible 
for the statewide coordination of the state, county, 
and local law enforcement projects. The evidence- 
based traffic safety enforcement program is focused on 
preventing traffic violations, crashes, and incidents. It 
involves an array of enforcement activities throughout 
the fiscal year including: 


¢ Mobilizations - The LE program managers aggres- 
sively seek participation in quarterly impaired driving 
and occupant protection mobilizations, as well as, the 
NHTSA required Driver Sober or Get Pulled Over and 
the Click It or Ticket mobilization. Additional mobiliza- 
tions are coordinated by the Office for Youth Alcohol, 
Teen Seatbelt and Child Passenger Safety. Mobilization 
results can be viewed in the respective program sec- 
tions. 


¢ Communication - A communication plan is developed 
with each LE mobilization. These plans very depending 
on available funding but typically include press releas- 
es, paid media, social media and earned media. 


¢ DWI/Traffic Units - A key enforcement technique 
used is to team with a city or county law enforcement 
agency to financially support DWI/Traffic Units. Mis- 
souri currently has 10 units:

e Law Enforcement Task Forces/Councils— Multiple city/ 
county agencies meet on a regular basis to plan and 
coordinate key enforcement activities. With the short- 
age of personnel to conduct enforcement initiatives in 
many agencies, the task force concept provides the op- 
portunity to pool resources to conduct more manpower 
intensive activities such as saturation patrols or corridor 
projects.

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¢ Sobriety Checkpoints — In the past, Missouri law enforcement agencies averaged nearly 600 sobriety checkpoints 
each year through mobilizations and law enforcement grant contracts. In May 2017, the Missouri House of Rep- 
resentatives added a provision to Missouri HB4 (which gives spending authority to the Missouri Department of 
Transportation) limiting the spending authority of the Highway Safety and Traffic Division on sobriety checkpoints 
to $1.00. This became effective July 1, 2017. In the 2018 legislative session, the Missouri House of Representatives 
continued this restriction in the Missouri Department of Transportation’s budget. Because of the timing of the 
legislative session, Highway Safety and Traffic Division had already programmed sobriety checkpoint projects in 
the FY18 HSP. As a result, most of those projects were converted to saturation patrol projects. 


¢ Continuous follow-up and Adjustment — Program management staff reviews the results of various LE initiatives/ 
mobilizations and share these results with city/county LE agencies on a regular basis.

Projects funded by the Highway Safety and Traffic 
Division in the alcohol and other drugs program area 
include a wide focus area. The law enforcement DWI 
traffic units and DWI task forces detailed in the Traffic 
Safety Enforcement Program section are a great deter- 
rent for impaired drivers. Programs focused on young 
impaired drivers are included in the Young Driver Sec- 
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Underage Drinking Law Enforcement Training Ses- 
sions — Each year the Highway Safety and Traffic Divi- 
sion sponsors law enforcement training focusing on 
handling underage drinking issues law enforcement 
encounter. During the fiscal year, 2 trainings were 
conducted in the locations of Joplin and Chesterfield. 
The topics taught by certified trainers were: Youth & 
Traffic Crash Investigations, Effective Statement Taking 
& Report Writing, and Missouri Liquor Law. 


Traffic Safety Resource Prosecutor Program 


This project provided for a traffic safety resource pros- 
ecutor (TSRP) to focus on traffic safety issues, particu- 
larly impaired driving, and serve as a resource to other 
prosecutors and law enforcement officers. This position 
is shared between two attor- 
neys, the Deputy Director of the 
Missouri Office of Prosecution 
Services and a special prosecutor 
in the office. The TSRP Program 
conducted 47 training programs 
which were attended by a 
combined total of 1,248 people. 
When considering all of the 
funded programs, other training 
conducted, and other training 
opportunities provided, the TSRP 
Program reached a minimum of 
103 Missouri prosecutors, 1,105 
Missouri law enforcement offi- 
cers, and 40 other Missouri traffic 
safety advocates. In total, the 
MVE Missouri Traffic Safety Resource 
: Prosecutors provided training 
to a minimum of 1,610 people. 
Six editions of the Traffic Safety 
Newsletter were sent out in November 2017 and in 
January, March, May, July and September 2018. Ap- 
proximately 155 requests for technical assistance were 
received from prosecuting attorney's offices and law 
enforcement agencies around the state. In addition, 
as part of the TSRP program, numerous cases were re- 
viewed with prosecutors to discuss appropriate charges 
and strategy and the TSRP served as special prosecutor 
in seventeen cases.

Missouri Legislation Eliminating funding for DWI 
Checkpoints 


On May 4, 2017 the State of Missouri Legislature passed 
House Bill 4, which restricted the Highway Safety and 
Traffic Division to $1 to be spent on sobriety check- 
points. While not statutorily eliminating sobriety check- 
points, this reduction in spending authority effectively 
ended the Highway Safety and Traffic Division ability to 
pay for sobriety checkpoints, sobriety checkpoint equip- 
ment, and checkpoint supervisor training. The spend- 
ing authority restriction that affected MoDOT’s FY2017 
budget was continued in FY2018 only, and it is unclear 
if future budget years will also be affected. 


DON’T DRIVE IMPAIRED 
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Breath Alcohol Instrument Placement Program and 


Technical Assistance 


The Missouri Safety Center (MSC) provides breath 
alcohol instrument placement, maintenance and service 
across the State. In addition, MSC provides technical 
training to law enforcement officers and others in 

the criminal justice system in the area of breath alco- 
hol testing, standardized field sobriety testing, drug 
evaluation and classification, breath alcohol ignition 
interlock and sobriety checkpoint supervisor. Calls for 
service, repairs or calibrations of breath instruments 
were provided to local law enforcement agencies. The 
Center provided: 

e¢ 16 new breath alcohol testing instruments 

¢ 167 preliminary breath test units (PBTs) to law en- 
forcement agencies 

e trained 315 officers on breath alcohol instruments 
e trained 131 officers in the 24-hour SFST Training 


The staff conducted calibration checks and verified 
proper operation on 129 simulators and replaced 18 
simulators. The Safety Center staff responded to 2,031 
calls regarding ignition interlock. Of this total 1,769 
were concerning installs for an average of 168 install 
calls per month. There were 97 medical letters sent 
out. Twelve new Drug Recognition Officers (DRE) were 
trained, four DRE instructors, and 91 DREs were recerti- 
fied during the fiscal year. The center also provided 
prosecution guidance and advice as requested and 
complied with numerous subpoenas for court appear- 
ances.

As of September 30, 2018 there were 835 individuals 
participating in DWI courts in 22 stand-alone county 
programs and 37 adult drug court programs that accept 
DWI offenders. There have been 234 DWI court gradu- 
ates in calendar year 2018, with a program graduation 
rate of 80 percent. 


° The Missouri Supreme Court adopted Court 
Operating Rule (COR) 26. This rule requires all courts 
that seek to establish a DWI court or docket to submit 
a Plan of Operation to the Drug Courts Coordinating 
Commission for approval before issuing a limited driv- 
ing privilege (LDP). As of September 1, 2018 approved 
courts have granted 1,640 revoked 340 and suspended 
40 LDPs. 


A requirement for DWI court team training was includ- 
ed in the DWI Court Guidelines. After January 1, 2011, 
each court who has not attended DWI Court training 
through National Center for Disease Control (NCDC) is 
required to attend a 3-day DWI Court training before 
their plan of operation will be approved to grant a 
LDP. The DWI Court training includes over 
18 hours of instruction time 

and six additional breakout 
sessions for each team to work 
on their individual policy and 
procedure manual and their 

Plan of Operation for their DWI 
Court. A total of 51 teams have 
attended the 3-day DWI court 
training with 438 DWI court team 
members in attendance in since 
2011.

Drug Recognition Expert System 


The Missouri Department of Transportation contracted 
with the REJIS Commission to create an automated sys- 
tem to facilitate data collection, data sharing, tracking 
of certification, and overall administration of the Drug 
Recognition Expert (DRE) program. The State Coordi- 
nator works with a group of technical experts across 
the state to administer the DRE program. This system 
allows for automatic transmission of drug evaluations 
to the regional coordinator, state coordinator and the 
federal database. The system also allows for email no- 
tification of DREs, regional coordinators and the state 
coordinator. 


The system has been up and running since March 1, 
2016, and has received excellent feedback from DREs in 
the field. DRE Candidates are trained on the new sys- 
tem as part of their DRE training, conducting their field 
certifications using the system. The program is proving 
to be a great administrative tool and will add to the 
state’s ability to track drug involvement in traffic stops.

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Occupant Protection 


Traffic crashes are one of the leading causes of death 

in the United States. It is well recognized that one of 
the best means of defense in a crash is to be protected 
by a safety belt or a child safety seat. Increasing safety 
belt and child safety seat use has tremendous potential 
for saving lives, preventing injuries, and reducing the 
economic costs associated with traffic 
crashes. Safety belt use dramatically 
reduces a person's chance of being 
killed or seriously injured in a traf- 

fic crash. Of the drivers involved in 
2015-2017 crashes, 1 in 2 was injured 
when they failed to wear their safety 
belt, however, when they were wear- 
ing a safety belt, their chances of 
being injured in the crash were 1 in 

7. When examining driver deaths, the 
differences are much more significant. 
Drivers had a 1 in 29 chance of being 
killed if they were not wearing a safety 
belt; but that chance dropped dramati- 
cally to only 1 in 1,243 if the driver was 
wearing a safety belt.

The Highway Safety and Traffic Division coordinated 
five quarterly mobilizations in the area of 
Occupant Protection during FY2018, in 
addition to the Click It or Ticket It Cam- 
paign and the Youth Seat Belt Campaign.

Distracted Drivers 


Distracted driving is a voluntary diversion of the 


driver's attention from activities critical to safe driving. 


There are four types of driver distraction; visual, audi- 
tory, manual, and cognitive. There is a growing body 
of evidence which suggests driver distractions, both 
inside the vehicle and the road environment, becom- 
ing increasingly large contributors to road trauma. It 
is estimated that drivers engage in a secondary task 
between one-quarter and one-half of the time they 
drive.

The Highway Safety and Traffic Division encourages 
law enforcement to find innovative ways to address 
the distracted driving issue . Missouri currently has a 
no-texting law for individuals 21 years old and under, 
however, it is very difficult to enforce. Statistics show 
us that it is not only this younger population engaging 
in texting while driving, it includes all age groups and 
to compound the issue, texting is only one of many 
distractions that are encountered while driving. 


Presentations and educational materials continue to 
be implemented at schools, businesses and community 
organizations statewide. 


Legislative bills have been proposed each of the last 
several years to strengthen the distracted driving law, 
unfortunately the bills have not yet passed. Similar bills 
have been pre-filed for the upcoming 2018 legislative 


session.

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Young Drivers 


Young drivers are categorized as those ages 15 through 
20 years. These young drivers are substantially over- 
involved in Missouri traffic crashes. In 2017, 14% of 

all fatal crashes involved a young driver of a motor 
vehicle; this is particularly significant since young driv- 
ers comprised only 8% of the licensed driver population 
in Missouri.

It Only Takes One 
It Only Takes One is a competition between 
Missouri high schools to encourage safe 
driving habits. It is a chance for students to 
educate teens, parents and the community 
about the dangers teens face while driv- 
ing. During the 2017-2018 school year, 130 
schools participated in the It Only Takes One 
campaign. 


SMART/CHEERS 

The University of Missouri houses two programs aimed 
at alcohol use on college campuses. The SMART pro- 
gram is a web-based program that educates bar and 
restaurant owners on the sale of alcohol to minors and 
how to avoid over serving those already intoxicated. 
During the fiscal year there were 10,858 total users of 
SMART and 3 SMART live trainings were completed. 
CHEERS to the Designated Driver is a program for bars 
and restaurants to celebrate the designated driver by 
serving them free non-alcoholic drinks. Currently, 263 


establishments participate in the program. 


TRACTION 
Teens Taking Action to Prevent Traffic Crashes, (for- 
merly Team Spirit) is a youth traffic safety leadership 
training program designed to empower youth to take 
an active role in promoting safe driving habits. High 
school students and advisors are invited to attend one 
training program as a school team. As a team they 
will not only receive educational training on highway 
safety topics, but will also develop individualized team 
action-plans to be imple- 
mented within their own 
schools upon their return. 
During the fiscal year, 
41 schools were trained 
at TRACTION and imple- 
mented plans within their 
schools. 


TO THE DESIGNATED DRIVER 


Young driver materials were assessed to determine the 
best and most cost-effective way to reach the largest 
number of parents and teens, and are distributed to

The Graduated Driver License Law information con- 
tinues to be included in campaign and web materials 
to educate teens and adults on the importance of and 
purpose for the law. This information is also included in 
the RoadWise Guide: Parent/Teen Safe Driving Guide. 
Over 30,165 guides were distributed during the fiscal 
year to teens, parents and teachers to support new 
drivers. 


Two law enforcement campaigns were again sup- 
ported, youth seat belt and underage drinking. Par- 
ticipation from 104 law enforcement agencies during 
the youth seat belt campaign resulted in 1,144 seat belt 
citations issued. In addition, 152 agencies participated 
in the youth alcohol campaign resulting in 60 minor in 
possession citations, 161 driving while impaired arrests.

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Older Drivers 


Our population is aging and older adult drivers are 
increasing their exposure (miles driven/year) on the 
highways. According to the U.S. Census Bureau, Mis- 
souri ranked 16th nationally in 2010 with 15% of the 
population age 65 or older. By the year 2030 it is 
estimated that over 20% of the population in Missouri 
will be age 65 or older. That means approximately one 
in five people will be 65 or older. 


Being able to go where we want, when we want, is 
important to our quality of life. Personal mobility is 
often inextricably linked to the ability to drive a car. 
However, as we age our ability to drive a motor vehicle 
may be compromised by changes in vision, attention, 
perception, memory, decision-making, reaction time 
and aspects of physical fitness and performance.

To decrease older driver involved fatalities by 7.0 per- 
cent annually, resulting in a change to the 2014-2018

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Commercial Motor Vehicles 


Large trucks have blind spots, identified as No Zones, 
around the front, back and sides of the truck. The 
blind spots make it difficult for the driver to see. It is 
critically important that other drivers stay out of the 
No Zone of a commercial motor vehicle (CMV). Since 
CMVs are large transport devices that are much heavier 
than passenger vehicles, they cause greater amounts 
of personal injury and severity to the occupants of ve- 
hicles in crashes. When analyzing the types of persons 
killed or injured in CMV crashes, the majority were not 
the occupants of the commercial motor vehicle. 


The Highway Safety and Traffic Division administers 
the Motor Carrier Safety Assistance Program (MCSAP), 
which operates under a grant from the Federal Motor 
Carrier Safety Administration. Goals, benchmarks and 
strategies are outlined within the Commercial Vehicle 
Safety Plan. Having the MCSAP program housed in the 
Highway Safety and Traffic Division provides a unique 
opportunity for coordinating safety efforts between 
the MCSAP and NHTSA programs. 


During the Motor Carrier Safety Assistance Program 
(MCSAP) fiscal year 2017, Missouri conducted a total 


DONT MAKE A 
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of 98,105 roadside inspections on commercial motor 
vehicles. Missouri State Highway Patrol conducted four 
Truck Checks working a total of 1,592 hours. The Truck 
Checks resulted in 1,310 inspections with an average 
23% out of service rate. Missouri currently has a low 
number of passenger vehicle crashes. To ensure Mis- 
souri keeps that number low, the CMV inspectors con- 
ducted 931 passenger carrier inspections during FY17. 
Furthermore, MoDOT Motor Carrier Services conducted 
a total of 467 compliance reviews on CMV companies. 


Missouri's commercial motor vehicle safety belt use rate 
is 82.8%. Missouri has taken a zero tolerance approach 
to safety belt enforcement on CMVs. During FY17, Mis- 
souri CMV enforcement officers issued 1,110 safety belt 
violations and MoDOT Motor Carrier Services issued 
2,734 letters to motor carriers informing them of their 
driver's noncompliance with the safety belt law. 


Missouri’s public education efforts on commercial mo- 
tor vehicle safety included two media campaigns, which 
resulted in a total of 57,869,000 impressions. That tells 
us the CMV message reached an engaged audience.

The Motorcycle Safety Trust Fund is used for train- 


ing motorcyclists and promotes public awareness of 
motorcyclists. From January 1, 2018 through Decem- 
ber 31, 2018, the Missouri Motorcycle Safety Program 
(MMSP) has trained 3,543 beginning students and 328 
non-beginning students. The MMSP and the Highway 
Safety and Traffic Division’s goal is to promote aware- 
ness of motorcycles on the roadways, obtaining proper 
licensing and instructions and promoting proper riding 
gear but, most of all reducing motorcycle crashes and 
fatalities through the aforementioned process. 


The funding received for the program was used for 
media targeting rider safety for males ages 45-60 and 
motorist awareness for all drivers. The motorcycle 
awareness media campaign starts in late April through 
May to early September and includes late summer 
holidays and special motorcycle events throughout the 
riding season. 


Rider awareness is a year-round process starting at the 
dealerships throughout Missouri with dealer placement 
hang tags on motorcycles and displays, along with free 
motorcycle training courses at participating dealer- 
ships. Motorcycle safety pamphlets are also distrib- 
uted to license offices and dealerships.

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Engineering Services and Data Collection 


Engineering Services 


Traffic engineering is a vital component of the traffic safety countermeasure picture. 
The techniques engineers use to design roads certainly affect the safety of motor- 

ists. Engineering approaches offer two basic types of countermeasures against drivers 
committing hazardous moving violations: highway design and traffic engineering. 
With highway design, the roads can be redesigned to add capacity or accommodate 
increased traffic. Highway design can also mitigate the injury consequences for 


motorists who come into contact with aggressive, impaired, or distracted drivers. 
Effective traffic engineering offers a way to accommodate increased traffic flow, or 
at least get it under control, without building new roads. 


Consulting services were provided for Traffic engineering projects around the state. 
Funding was focused on correcting operational problems on city and county 
streets, and highways. 


A total of eight consultant projects were funded through the grant this fiscal 
year. Those consultant services were provided on projects located in the City of 
Lathrop, City of Kirksville, City of St. Peters, City of Frontenac, City of Moberly, 
City of Park Hills, City of Jefferson and City of Monett. 


The FY18 Traffic Engineering Assistance Program (TEAP) projects, which 
utilized Highway Safety Funds, included corridor studies, intersection improve- 
ments, operational analysis, sign inventories, pedestrian/bike route analysis 
and parking studies. 


The engineering safety projects MoDOT continues to implement relate to roadway 
departure and intersections. These improvements include installation of several 
hundred miles of rumble strips on improved shoulders, several thousand curve re- 
lated signs (chevrons) and more intersection improvement projects like j-turns.

IMPAIRED DRIVING AWARENESS 


The Jackson County Traffic Safety Task Force during 
FY2018 unveiled the “Choose Your Ride” car. The goal 
is to use the car as a mobile billboard to remind drivers 
to choose a sober driver if they need to go somewhere 
after drinking alcohol. The old police cruiser, donated 
by Independence Police, has a new paint job: the front 
is a black and white police car, and the back is a yellow 
taxi. The vehicle’s message is that a person can either 
pay a minimal fee for a taxi after drinking or take the 
more costly risk of getting pulled over for driving under 
the influence -- or worse, crashing into another car 

and killing either themselves or another person. This 

is the first vehicle of its kind in the Kansas City metro 
area. Law enforcement agencies within Jackson County 
utilize the vehicle for impaired driving awareness 
throughout the county and deploy the vehicle during 
DWI saturation events.

Several agencies failed to use the alcohol funding as 
planned. The main reason behind this was the 
legislative change just prior to our grant year which 
eliminated the use of sobriety checkpoints under grant 
funding. The agencies that were provided checkpoint 
grant funds were switched to Wolfpack funding. 
However, many agencies struggled trying to run 
additional wolfpack events above what they were already} 
working. This change in most agencies created 2 


wolfpack grants for them. 


Several agencies failed to use their normal wolfpack 
grants. Ellisville, Monroe County, and St. Ann PD used 
no funding. These three sited lack of manpower, or lack 
of communication as reasons for the oversights. 


St. Louis Metro PD, Eureka PD, Jefferson County 
Sheriffs Office and Overland PD used no funding in what 
was their former checkpoint grant turned into wolfpack 


funding. 


Reynolds County Sheriffs Office had 2 grants for alcohol 
enforcement, one for wolfpack and one for youth alcohol 
enforcement. In contacting the agency, the deputy that 
applied for the grants had left, and there was a 
breakdown in communication resulting in the sheriffs 
office not knowing that they had received these two 


grants.
